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Guaranteed Annual Wages

HE guaranteed annual wage is a 
| slogan that has gained wide- 

spread support, but it reflects the 
old, old quest for security. With the com- 
ing of the Industrial Revolution an ever- 
growing number of people have depended 
on a job for a living. That job has often not 
been available or has been very irregular. 
Increasingly severe periodic depressions 
have accentuated the evils of unemploy- 
ment, but even in relatively good times 
millions of men and women have been de- 
nied an assured opportunity to earn a liv- 
ing. In 1940, ten million Americans were 
looking vainly for work. 

Because general interest in guaranteed 
wages is recent, few publications devoted 
to the subject are available. The only book 
specifically focusing on it is Guaranteed 
Annual Wages by Jack Chernick, an econ- 
omist formerly with the University of 
Minnesota, and George Hellickson, a Min- 
neapolis newspaperman. Fortunately, this 
provides an excellent summary of the 
background for the demand, of efforts at 
stabilization, and of the attitudes of labor 
and management. Descriptions of the ac- 
tual working of the best-known plans now 
in existence are supplemented by an 
analysis of the economic problems in- 
volved. The beneficial effects of assured 
purchasing power on the community are 
documented in detail, and the authors 
frankly conclude “that judgment should 
be entered for the annual wage as the de- 
vice with which industry, as it is known 
to the free enterprise system, can meet the 
challenge (of unemployment).” 

The C.I1.O. has set forth its own approach 
in Guaranteed Wages the Year Round, a 
28-page illustrated pamphlet just released 
by its Education and Research Depart- 
ment. This pamphlet will be welcomed by 


those who only want to get a general idea 
of the proposal and its economic founda- 
tion, as well as by those who plan discus- 
sion and further study. It emphasizes the 
necessity of abolishing unemployment and 
points to the fact that business plans for 
many other factors of production on a 
yearly basis. The A. F. of L. position is set 
forth by William Green in “Your Postwar 
Income” in the American Federationist 
for April 1945. While generally supporting 
guaranteed wages, the article declares that 
they are not feasible in the construction 
industry. Since the international unions 
are themselves still developing their plans 
on the matter in more detail, their publi- 
cations, such as The C.I.O. News and the 
United Auto Worker, provide an essential 
means of keeping up with current develop- 
ments. Even those who do not agree with 
labor’s approach will do well to under- 
stand it. 

Much support for guaranteed wages has 
come from employers too, in spite of some 
reluctance to commit themselves to steady 
income the year round. Eric Johnston, 
president of the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, has set forth his general interest in 
numerous magazine articles. Ernest Dale 
of the American Management Association 
outlines the problems involved in an ar- 
ticle in Personnel, November 1944. Unlike 
the unions, he contends that wages must 
remain a variable cost. 

As was pointed out in Reducing Fluctu- 
ations in Employment, a 1940 study by the 
National Industrial Conference Board, 
management is increasingly realizing the 
extent of losses due to irregular plant 
operation. Among other things, overhead 
continues at high levels and labor costs are 
increased. Management has tried a wide 
variety of methods to remedy these evils, 
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which are analyzed in the N.LC.B. study 
on the basis of information obtained from 
203 companies. A less analytical compen- 
dium of case histories is contained in a 
book published by the American Legion 
Employment Stabilizaton Service, To 
Make Jobs More Steady and to Make More 
Steady Jobs. It should be remembered, 
however, that in many cases no guarantee 
is made to the workers. 

A more recent, though less detailed, 
study entitled Guaranteed Employment 
and Annual Wage Plans was prepared in 
1944 by Alice Lenore Neilson for the War 
Labor Board. Unfortunately, this appeared 
only in mimeographed form. It presents 
some conclusions as well as brief informa- 
tion on specific plans. A somewhat sim- 
ilar review is provided in an article on 
“Guaranteed Employment and Annual 
Wage Provisions in Union Agreements” 
which appeared in the Monthly Labor Re- 
view, June 1945. A classification of char- 
acteristics is attempted, but no informa- 
tion is provided on the economic situations 
to which the plans apply. The Department 
of Labor is now attempting a more exten- 
sive study, since the sample previously 
studied was incomplete. 

While information on existing plans is 
valuable, still more crucial is an analysis 
of the functioning of specific industries to 
determine why their operations are irregu- 
lar and what remedies are practical. While 
company executives, sales managers, pur- 
chasing agents, and union representatives 
know the answers in part, virtually no 
analyses have appeared in print, although 
scattered material of value is presumably 
to be found in trade magazines or industry 
reports. 

The studies now being launched by the 
Presidential Subcommittee on Guaranteed 
Wages will help to supply much needed 
understanding. Following the recommen- 
dations of the War Labor Board in a case 
brought by the United Steelworkers of 
America, President Roosevelt requested 
the Advisory Board to the Office of War 
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Mobilization and Reconversion to under- 
take a study of guaranteed wage plans. 
The Subcommittee, like the Advisory 
Board, is composed of representatives of 
Tabor, management, and agriculture as 
well as the public, so its report, to be is- 
sued in perhaps a year, will be of the 
greatest interest. An extensive study is 
being planned which is expected not only 
to analyze past employment and income 
statistics but to obtain information from 
management and labor on the reasons for 
fluctuations in employment and plans for 
overcoming them. Perhaps interim reports 
and articles will appear as this invaluable 
pioneering work proceeds. 

Publications on the problem may also 
be expected within a year from Brookings 
Institution, and from universities such as 
Harvard and Chicago where special atten- 
tion is being given this field. 

While employers tend to think that they 
can hope to remedy only unemployment 
that arises from poor management or sea- 
sonal fluctuations, the unions consider 
guaranteed wage plans a lever for over- 
coming cyclical fluctuations as well. Labor 
contends that the increased security and 
purchasing power provided by an income 
guarantee would help to achieve and 
maintain full employment and to offset 
deflationary tendencies. At the same time 
the unions are concerned with other meth- 
ods of assuring jobs for all through the 
Full Employment Bill, adequate social se- 
curity, sound fiscal policy, public works, 
and so forth. Since it is undoubtedly true 
that the employment level of every em- 
ployer depends on the general level of 
economic activity, those who wish to grap- 
ple with all phases of guaranteed wages 
will be interested in such books as Henry 
Wallace’s Sixty Million Jobs and Robert 
Nathan’s Mobilizing for Abundance, in the 
hearings of the Senate Finance Committee 
on the Full Employment Bill, and in the 
pamphlets of the National Planning Asso- 
ciation, especially those on fiscal policy 
and full employment.
